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GW NAMES JOHN F. “SKIP” WILLIAMS NEW UNIVERSITY PROVOST 

Promotions Also Announced for Top Administrators in Academic Affairs, 

Finance and Student/Academic Support Services 

WASHINGTON - Stephen Joel Trachtenberg, president of The George Washington 
University, has announced the appointment of John F. “Skip” Williams, M.D., Ed.D., to the newly 
reinstated position of University provost and the promotion of three other top administrators. Williams, 
whose appointment was effective Jan. 1, becomes the first person to serve as provost of GW in 14 
years. 


“I really look at my appointment as a kind of fine tuning of the University’s organizational 
structure,” said Williams. “My goal is to optimize the resources we already have, which is a campus 
full of accomplished and dedicated professionals.” 

As provost, Williams, who also will retain his titles as vice president for health affairs and dean 
of the School of Medicine and Health Sciences, will serve a three-year term representing the 
University and handling the day-to-day administrative duties whenever Trachtenberg is away from 
campus. He also will oversee the offices of the vice president for communications and the vice 
president for governmental, international and corporate affairs. 

“I think we’ve got a particularly talented provost,” said Trachtenberg about Williams. “My 
interest is in seeing that his day-to-day activities are challenging and that he is given an opportunity to 
use his talents in a way that keeps him focused on GW.” 

GW last had a provost in 1989. Trachtenberg eliminated the position early in his tenure to 
streamline the administration. “When I first came to GW in 1988,1 was keen to get to know as much 
about the University as I could,” he said. “Now after 15 years here, I feel comfortable that when I’m 
not on campus, there is someone who can be a spokesman for the University. Having someone with an 
appropriate title to carry out that role makes sense to me now in ways that it didn’t when I first 
arrived.” 


Trachtenberg has said his activities, including meeting with District of Columbia officials and 
with alumni, are requiring more time away from campus. Trachtenberg was recently elected to serve as 
the next chairman of the District of Columbia Chamber of Commerce. 

The move to reinstate the provost position comes as part of an initiative that includes the 
promotions of vice presidents Louis H. Katz, Donald R. Lehman and Robert A. Chemak. Katz 
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becomes executive vice president and treasurer and Lehman becomes executive vice president for 
academic affairs and the George Gamow Professor of Theoretical Physics, a newly established 
professorship. Chemak has been designated senior vice president for student and academic support 
services. 


“These changes are an effort at finer articulation,” said Trachtenberg. “The executive vice 
president promotions are indicative of their respective accomplishments over the years and the 
growing challenge of their portfolios.” 

As for the new senior vice president, Trachtenberg said that Chemak “is being recognized for 
the remarkable achievements during his tenure at GW and the centrality of his role in the welfare of the 
faculty and students of the University.” 

The newly promoted administrators will play a key role in an overall strategic plan the 
University has embarked on to achieve a higher level of educational excellence and to continue its 
momentum and progress as an outstanding teaching and research institution.

Background: 


“In Illo Tempore” refers to a Latin phrase from the Gospels, and is similar to the English “Once upon 
a time...” This general sense of being out of the mainstream suggests something eternal, which is the essence 
of Vicente Pascual’s approach to geometric abstraction in his acrylic and ink paintings. Inspired by the 
rugged Roman walls of his birthplace, the Aragonese city of Zaragoza, Pascual creates paintings that engage 
the built environment. Architectural texture and form influence Pascual’s painted surfaces and are 
characterized in his color palette, which brings to mind sand, earth and soil. Pascual’s work favors centralized 
arrangements of extremely simple geometric forms on generally monochromatic grounds. His paintings 
represent a harmonious union between rigor and freedom. 


Pascual also designs large murals and other projects based on modules that may be re-arranged on a 
large scale by re-organizing the components in inventive ways. He envisions his work in various spaces and 
configurations, such as an exhibition slated for May 2003 in a Spanish Romanesque church in Huesca, Spain. 

Since his first solo exhibition at the Galena Atenas in Zaragoza in 1971, Pascual’s work has been the 
subject of more than 70 solo shows and has recently been surveyed in a major retrospective at the Casal 
Solleric, Palma de Mallorca. His work is in numerous international collections including Indiana University 
Art Museum, Bloomington; The Hispanic Society of America Museum, New York; and La Caixa, Barcelona. 
Vicente Pascual has lived in Washington, D.C., since 1999.

GW's LEIP will display a selection of aerial photographs from its collection taken between October 
1999 and October 2002. The large-format scenes were taken from a helicopter at a low-level altitude over 
various parts of Loudoun County. They illustrate the changes to the landscape during the period when 
Loudoun became the second fastest-growing county in the country. Additionally, high-altitude aerial views of 
Loudoun, from the county’s collection, are on view. The display also features data collected and analyzed by 
a team of GW scientists studying changes in Loudoun’s air quality, impervious surfaces, water quality, forest 
canopy and other factors important in the process of environmental change. 

“These photos offer us all a wonderful opportunity to see the rate of change our county has been 
undergoing in a very short period of time,” said Joan Rokus, co-chair of GW’s LEIP. 

Launched in 1998 with the support of the Loudoun County Board of Supervisors, LEIP provides 
objective data and analysis for the county on indicators of environmental change. In this comprehensive 
study, GW scientists monitor, analyze and report on the environmental change resulting from Loudoun 
County’s rapid growth and development. GW’s research results are disseminated to the public so citizens and 
elected leaders may take appropriate measures for the benefit of their communities. LEIP, located at the GW 
Virginia Campus in Ashburn, has gained broad-based community and private sector support. 

Conveniently located in the Northern Virginia technology corridor near Dulles International Airport, 
the GW Virginia Campus is the University’s research and technology campus. The 90-acre campus is a robust 
center for executive education and technology programs and world-class research initiatives in transportation 
safety and security, information technology and telecommunications. Since opening in August 1991, the 
campus has experienced a tenfold increase in its student base and grown annual research funding from 
$50,000 to more than $7 million.

Who hasn’t dreamed of traveling into outer space and experiencing the wonders of our universe? In 
Maida on Maida in the Universe, Maida Withers travels with us through her “universe” - her artistic history that 
includes more than 30 years of cutting-edge dance and performance art. She juxtaposes her life’s work and the 
latest theories of the origin and demise of the universe, using images from NASA’s Hubble Space Telescope. 

The intersections between art, science and technology and our place in the universe are explored in this 
interactive, one-woman multimedia performance. 

Withers uses an installation of screens to display a collection of images and video of her career and 
stream-of-consciousness thoughts typed during the performance, while also engaging in an ongoing dialogue with 
the audience. Maida on Maida in the Universe provides those unfamiliar with Withers with an introduction to her 
extensive body of work. Those already familiar with Withers’ work are treated to many images resurrected from 
past performances and a unique retrospective. For all involved, Maida on Maida in the Universe is an interactive 
performance that carries us beyond the boundaries of our planet and into our future in the universe. 

Withers formed Maida Withers and The Dance Construction Company in 1974 to produce original dance 
and multimedia works for stage, sites and video. In 1995, she founded the D.C. International Dance 
Improvisation Plus+ Festival to introduce audiences to diverse approaches to improvisation and provide artists 
with opportunities for networking and exchange. In 1999, GW awarded Withers the prestigious Columbian 
Professorship for artistic excellence and in 2001 she received the Pola Nirenska Award for outstanding 
contribution to dance from the Washington Performing Arts Society. She has performed internationally, 
including such countries as Brazil, Norway, China and Russia, among others.

BACKGROUND: 

The Laramie Project chronicles the efforts of a New York theatre troupe that exposes the true feelings of the 
residents of a small western town, Laramie, Wyo., which was thrust into the spotlight following the 1998 hate 
murder of college student Matthew Shepard. Playwright Moises Kaufman and his Tectonic Theater Project wrote 
the play based on hundreds of interviews they conducted with the residents of Laramie. The Laramie Project was 
work-shopped at the Sundance Theatre Laboratory in 1999, opened in New York City in May 2000, and the 
development of the play was re-created for an HBO Film that premiered in March 2002. Time magazine called The 
Laramie Project “one of the 10 best plays of 2000.” 

Nathan Garner has been a member of the theatre faculty at GW for more than 30 years. After working 
professionally as a lighting designer, he came to GW as resident designer and technical director. He received a 
Ph.D. from the University of Michigan with an emphasis in directing and was the department’s director of theatre 
and producer from 1974-1983. He has directed dozens of productions at GW and elsewhere and acted in regional 
and summer repertory theatre in Washington and New England. His play, “Condor Qatay,” co-authored with 
Catherine Allen, was produced by the department in 1994 and is published by Waveland Press. 

Brent Stansell, a GW senior and star of The Laramie Project , is traveling to Laramie to talk with community 
members about the play and about Matthew Shepard for his senior honors thesis. Excerpts from Stansell’s journal 
and photos from the trip will appear on the theatre department Web site.

Before assuming the presidency of the University of Hartford, he served for eight years at 
Boston University as vice president for academic services and academic dean of the 
College of Liberal Arts. 

Trachtenberg’s election as the next chair of the DCCC marks the first example of 
his outreach to the community made possible by his having appointed a University 
provost for GW. John F. Williams, M.D., Ed.D., vice president for health affairs and dean 
of the School of Medicine and Health Sciences was named provost effective January 1, 
2003. With the addition of a provost position at GW, Trachtenberg will now have the 
opportunity to expand his service in the D.C. community and in higher education.
